Mexico City, May 16 (By A. P.).— 
Pedro Zepeda, representative here of 
the liberal Nicaraguan government, 
said tonight he had received special 
dispatches from Guatemala reporting 
that 17 United.States marines and 25 
liberals were killed in a clash when the 
Marines attempted to disarm a liberal 
group at La Paz, between Leon and 
Managua. 

The liberals, Zepeda adds, withdrew 
into the ‘mountains and were not pur- 
sued by the marines. 

{Numerous communications from 
Nicaragua, said to touch on rovtine 
matters, were received by the Navy De- 
partment last night, but none even re- 
motely indicated such an extensive en- 
gagement as reported by Pedro Zepeda.

Captain and Private Dead. 


. Managua, Nicaragua, May 16 (By A. 
P.).—Capt. R. Bell Buchanan and Pri- 
vate Jarvin Jackson, of the United 
States marines, were killed last night in 
a clash with a band of liberals at La 
Paz Centro, near Leon, it was an- 
nounced today. 

Corpl. Anthony J. Raush and Private 
William Simson, of the marines, are re- 
ported to have been slightly wounded 
in the clash. 

Late reports ‘today placed the num- 
ber of liberal dead at fourteen. 

Gen. Jose Moncada, liberal military 
leader, who has accepted the peace pro- 
posals presented by Henry.L. Stimson. 
representative of President Coolidge tn 
the Nicaraguan peace negotiations, is 
leaving today for Leon to attempt to 
persuade the liberals there to lay down 
their arms in accordance with the peace 
agreement. 

Mr. Stimson left today’ for Corinto, 
being accompanied to the station by 
Gen. Moncada and staff. Several hun- 
dred liberals who have laid. down their 
arms paraded in orderly fashion through 
the streets of Managua this morning. 

Stimsen Policy Denounced. 

Puerto Cabezas, May 16 (By A. P.). 
In a statement today, Dr. Juan Sacasa, 
head of the liberal government, as- 
serted that Henry Ly Stimson, persona) 
representative of President Coolidge in 
Nicaragua, instead of investigating the 
real situation appears to have been 
sent to Nicaragua for the express pur- 
pose of ramming down the throats ot 
the Nicaraguan people’ the presidency 
of Adolfo Diaz. 

He reiterated his stand that the lib 
erals would not participate in the Diaz 
goyernment and expressed fear-that the 
disarming of liberal troops by the 
United States marines would result in 
bloodshed.

New Orleans, May 16 (By A. P.).—A 
new threat had arisen tonight as the 
Mississippi flood rolled down upon the 
five parishes in its path through the 
Atchafalaya to the Gulf of Mexico. | 

While Hundreds of persons were re- 
ported clinging precariously to house- 
tops and treetops-in the water-ridden 
parishes west of the Atchafalaya en- 
gineers received the information that 
levees along the east bank of the 
Atchafalaya were caving before the tre- 
mendous pressure exerted by the 
stream, / 

At Woodise, 10 miles south of the 
junction of Old and Atchafalaya rivers, 
approximately 140 miles northwest of 


‘| New Orleans on the opposite side of the 


Mississippi the embankments were said 
to be falling and efforts were being 
made to get levee machines and pile 
drivers to the scene.

FOR FRENCH PRESIDENT 


Gold Braid, Flashing Steel 
and Vivid Crimson Garb 
Mark His Welcome. 


KING GEORGE AT STATION 


(Special Cable Dispatch) 

London, May 16.—Tons of gold braid 
and flashing steel against a background 
of vivid crimson jackets and prancing 
coal black horses were revealed today 
when Great Britain extended the 
“royal” welcome to the president of 
France, Gaston Doumergue, . 

From the moment the presidential 
train pulled into the special siding at 
Victoria “ stafion, carrying President 
Doumergue, Aristide Briand, France’s 
foreign minister, and the royal escort, 
the Prince of Wales, the official wel- 
come of the nominal head of the French 
republic took on all the glamour of a 
fairy tale pageant, with the king him- 
self on hand, accompanied by Prince 
Henry and scores of high dignitaries, 
all gorgeously uniformed. 

Outside the station a brilliant caval- 
cade of the kings’ own guards mounted 
on spirited chargers was drawn up to 
lead the royal procession through the 
lane of resplendent foot guards hold- 
ing back the thousands of expectant 
spectators, many waving British and 
French flags. Windows and house 
tops were jammed with eager faces, 
straining to catch their first view of 
the modest little man in somber silver 
attire whose visit is setting all Lon- 
don agog. 

As.‘the train came to a halt, the 
Grenadier guard band struck up the 
“Marseillaise.” 

King George was the first to step 
forward to greet President Doumergue 
with outstretched hand and a smiling 
wlcome. After a brief « hange of 
warm greeting, the king presented M 
Doumergue to the distinguished com- 
pany, including Earl Beatty, Duke of 
Connaught, and then greeted his own 
son, the Prince of Wales, who had left 
a few hours.tefo-e with Earl Haig to 
escort the president from Dover.

BOOTLEGGERS MUST FILE 
TAX RETURN, COURT SAYS 


Incriminating Violation of 
Law No Excuse, Supreme 
‘Decision Holds. 


MAY NOT PAY, HOWEVER 


(By the Associated Press.) 
~ Bootleggers and others with unlaw- 
ful incomes must file Federal income 
tax returns, the Supreme Court held 
yesterday, but the maker of the return 
has the right to test out the validity 
of tax on such incomes. 

The case was brought against Manly 
S. Sullivan, of Charleston, 8S. C. _Con- 
tending that Federal tax returns could 
be made without disclosing incriminat- 
ing evidence, the government asserted 
that. the constitutional protection 
against self-incrimination did not ap- 
ply to such returns. It declared that 
the defense of self-incrimination had 
been raised too late. 

Sullivan was convicted in the Federal 
district court, but the circuit court of 
appeals reversed the verdict, holding 
that while Congress haf manifested an 
intention to tax gains derived from 
criminal operations, it had failed to 
give immunity from prosecutions under 
such disclosures. Therefore, it was 
held, the provision could not be en- 
forced against those profiting from un- 
lawful operations. 

Treasury officials estimated that over 
$100,000,000 in revenue had been with- 


held by bootleggers and others, and 
that many persons, deriving part of 
their income from business tainted with 
violations of the antitrust, interstate 
commerce and other laws, had refused 
to make income tax returns on the 
strength of the Sullivan case.

ARRESTED MAN GIVES 
BLOOD TO SAVE OTHER 


Shotgun of Former. Fired 


Shortly Before Doctor 
Arrived, Is Charge. 


Willimantic, Conn., May 16 (By. A. 
P.).—Wilfred Irwin, of New York city, 
who was shot in an unexplained man- 
ner at the home of Leonard Cline, 
playwright and novelist, in Mansfield 
this morning, died at St. Joseph’s hos- 
pital here late tonight. An effort 
to save his life earlier in the night, 
when Cline gave a pint of his blood in 
a transfusion operation, failed. 

Cline is being held without bail in 
connection with the shooting. 

Mystery surrounds. the case, for, al- 
though Irwin asserts the shooting was 
“accidental,” neither he nor Cline 
would explain the circumstances. 


Doctor Called to Home. 


The shooting first came to the atten- 
tion of the authorities this morning 
when Dr. J. E. Ottenheimer, of this city, 
was called to the Cline home. There 
the physician found the wounded man 
in a partly furnished room and suffer- 
ing from a gaping wound in his side. 

Irwin was taken to the hospital flere 
and then it was learned that the wound 
had been caused: by a gunshot. Cline 
had accompanied Irwin to the hospital, 
but neither would say anything about 
the shooting other than to repeat that 
it was an accident. 

Because of Irwin’s weakened condi- 
tion, it was found at the hospital to- 
night that a blood transfusion was 
necessary. Cline gave a pint of his 
blood in an attempt to save Irwin's 
life. 


Shotgun Had Been Fired. 


State police called in to investigate 
learned that a shotgun owned by Cline 
“had been fired within a few hours of 
the doctor's visit to the Cline home, 
and the playwright was questioned. He 
declined to make a statement, placed 
the matter in the hands of an attorney 
and referred all questioners to the lat- 
ter. The attorney also refused to talk 
after he had conferred with Cline. 

Irwin was a guest at the Cline home. 
The Mansfield place was purchased by 
the playwright two years ago. 

Several days*ago Irwin was fined $5 
and costs on a disorderly charge. While 
he is said to be a writer, he also is in 
the insurance business.

Frank J. Hogan, retained as counsel 
by Dr. Pierce, declared last night that 
steps taken by his client had been al- 
together within his rights..

PURE ROUGES ASKED 


Proposed Ruling to Lower 


Income Tax of Patients 
Is Offered. 


Resolutions dealing with prohibition; 
cosmetics and ‘the income tax law were 
introduced yesterday at the initial 
meeting of the house of delegates of 
the American Medical association, held 
in the headquarters of the District of 
Columbia Medical society. 

Two resolutions bearing on the law 
governing medicinal liquor were intro- 
duced, but were not made public, the 
house of delegates deciding to consider 
them behind closed doors. 

A resolution urging the enactmeent of 
a Federal law to reguiate the manu- 
facture of cosmetics was introduced by 
Dr. O. S. Wightman, of New York. Such 
@ law, he said, was needed to prevent 
the use of poisonous substances in cos- 
metics. 

Another resolution asked for an 
amendment to the income tax law 
which would allow the taxpayer to de- 
duct from his taxable income the cost 
of medical and surgical services and 
funeral expenses, This resolution was 
introduced at the request of the State 
Medical ‘society, of South Carolina. 

Dr. P. 8. Roy, of this city, introduced 
a resolution which would place the as- 
sociation on record as favoring & 
“medical practice act” for the District 
of Columbia. The bill providing for 
this failed of passage at the last session 
of Congress. It would compel chiro- 
practors and others who practice the 
healing art to take a course such as 
forms the basis of the regular medical 
course and would have them examined 
by a board composed of representatives 
of their own professiors and of the 
regular medical profession. ee

lative and administrative body of the 
association. The first meeting of all 
the memibers. of the association now 
here will be held tonight at 8:20 o’clock 
in the Arcadia auditorium, Fourteenth 
street and Park road northwest.

Widow Expects to Return, 
She:Asserts, on Trip to 
Sing Sing Prison. 


GRAY APPEARS A STOIC: 
FEELS FINE, HE REPLIES 


Sneering Remarks Are Hurled 
at Widow by Crowds 
Along the Way. 


Special to The Washington Post. 

New York, May 16.—The black gates 
of Sing Sing shut today behind Ruth 
Brown Snyder and Henry Judd Gray. 

A little more than a month from now 
—probably six weeks, perhaps it may 
stretch to a year—and the murderers of 
Albert Snyder are destined to totter 
through a little door in the death 
house and gaze for the first time on the 
ghastly machine that will add the sum 
of their folly and wipe the slate of so- 
ciety clean. 

They are calm even now, these 
passion-mad slayers of a sleeping hus- 
band. 


They talked a little, smiled a little, 


and the woman wept a little, as the 
cars that conveyed them from the 
Queens county jail to Sing Sing and 
to probable eternity pounded over the 
smooth Westchester roads. 


-- She Embraces Catholic Faith. 


And Ruth, it became known after 
she had entered the grim prison, has 
embraced the Catholic faith. Ruth 
made her avowal to become:-a Catholic 
in the warden’s office in Sing Sing. 

“I believe that -Mrs. Snyder is truly 
repentant,” said Father Murphy, chap- 
lain of Queens county fail, tonight. 
“She has expressed the desire to be- 
come a Catholic.” 

Father Murphy contrasted the re- 
pentant Ruth with the mocking throng 
of 5,000 persons who hurled epithets 
at Ruth and Gray as the cavalcade to 
the death house sped through Long 
Island city. 

These people raised their arms in 
menacing gestures and called down 
curses upon the heads of the con- 
demned 

“I am ‘not afraid,” she said, “and 1 
expect to come back this way again and 
under more cheerful circumstances.” 

“Here they come!” 

“Hello, Ruthie. How do you feel 
now?” and a hundred other sneering 
utterances arose as the caravan, with 
a score of cars carrying newspaper men 
and women, streamed into the direc- 
tion of the Queensborough bridge. 

The widow was in black, wearing the 
same costume and the same black 
beads that she twisted endlessly dur- 
ing the trial. — 

The windows on her car were cur- 
tained, but now and then the curtains 
were flipped up, and the sun, peeping 
now and then from under glowering 
clouds, played at her feet. 


Speed After Leaving City. 


Once out of the metropolitan dis- 
trict the motorcycle police increased 
their speed, that the moments.of these 
two erstwhile lovers—lovers yet, they 
themselves now say—might be as brief 
as possible in the mellow May air. 

Only once did Mrs. Snyder betray 
any emotion. This was when her car 
sidewiped the motorcycle of Sergt. Cas- 
sidy. He was thrown to the ground, 
scratched up just a bit, but the woman 
murderer buried her face in her hands 
and screamed, her emotion here con- 
trasting strangely when held up to her 
confessed actions on the murder night. 

While passing through Irvington, 
Gray’s car nearly ran over a big police 
dog, and Ruth let out a cry of con- 
cern. 

The people of Westchester were pre- 
pared for this pageant of death and 
hundreds stood on the street corners 
of the small towns as the caravan 
hurried past. 


“It Won't Be Long Now.’ 


Everywhere the reaction was the 
same, biank or frankly leering faces, 
the same shouts of derision or mock 
comfort. 

“There she goes.” 

“It won’t be long now, Ruthie.” 

And other things—things not fit to 
print—to deaden, their last minutes in 
the sunlight. 

There were few words spoken in the 
cars that were plunging Ruth and Judd 
on toward their doom. 

Once, when Mrs. Wolff, a matron, 
asked her if she would be more com- 
fortable if the handcuffs were read- 
justed, she smiled and answered: 

“No, I don’t think so. They’d get 
me there just the same.” 

And when the car passed the Dixie 
Inn, on the Albany Post road, she 
brightened and volunteered “Judd and 
I were thinking of stopping there at 
one time.” 


Gray Proves the Stoic. 


A brief spel! of weeping overtook her 
as the cars drew up to the prison. 

Just as Mrs. Snyder was the stoi¢ 
during the trial, so was Judd today. 

Not once during the trip did he be- 
tray any fear. 

“How are you feeling, Judd?” Sheriff 
Quinn asked, and Judd shrugged and 
answered “Fine.” 

He wore a tan shirt with a semistiff 
white collar, a flowered tie, a light 
brown hat and a gray overcoat. He 
was quite the most sartorial death 
house prisoner from New York since 
Lieut. Charles Becker met. his fate. 

Ruth now occupies the same cell 
which sheltered two other female slay- 
ers of the last two years, who “beat the 
chair.” 

“There will be no reunion scenes 
here,” according to Warden Lewes. 
“They will live separately, and if they 
do not win a commutation, they will 
die separately.”

The report is the result of several 
‘months investigation by the department 
of research and education and is tntro- 
duced as a “strictly informational docu- 
ment,” which disclaims any intention 
to suggest what course either govern- 
ment should follow. 

The petroleum law of 1925, says the 
report, is found to have confiscatory 
features and to beat variance with the 
understandings arrived at in 1923 as a 
prelude to the recognition of the Mexi- 
can government by the United States. 
The-report points out at the same time 
that such violence as has been done to 
American property rights arises out of 
sovereign acts of the Mexican republic 
in the adoption of her constitution and 
the enactment of domestic legislation, 
and that in the present state of in- 
ternational relations each nation, in- 
cluding the United States, “demands 
the right to be the judge of its own 
domestic laws, always subject to the 
limitation that if the operation of these 
laws results in violation of rights under 
international law the victim of any re- 
sulting injustice may demand, through 
his government, redress in forms pre- 
scribed by international law.” 


Four Principal Points. 


The general-conclusions of the report 
on the four principal items in the con- 
troversy follow. 

On the question of retroactivity and 
confiscation, the report states: “It is 
admitted by the Mexican government 
that the way in which the provisions of 
the new constitution for the rehabilita- 
tion of the communal] lands. have been 
applied has given rise to claims on the 
part of American owners for damages or 
restitution. The contention of the 
Mexican government in this connection 
is that the net result.of the land policy 
has been greatly beneficial from a s0- 
cial point of view and that the evils 
incident to its adoption are being miti- 
gated and remedied as rapidly as pos- 
sible. 

“As to the question whether the new 
petroleum law is retroactive and con- 
fiscatory, it must be said that rights 
which the Mexican supreme court up- 
held in former decisions which the 
Mexican government in 1923 agreed to 
observe in future, have been definitely 
impaired in the new petroleum law, if 
the Mexican supreme court should sus- 
tain the law as it stands. 

“However, final judgment on this 
point must be suspended until the 
amparo cases now before the Mexica 
supreme court are decided.” . 


Calvo Doctrine Is Raised. 


On the question of renunciation of 
the right to diplomatic protection, the 
report says: “Although the Calvo prin- 
ciple has been resorted to through many 
decades by Latin-American nations for 
the purpose of protecting the nations 
against excessive diplomatic pressure in 
the interest of the nationals of power- 
ful governments, its general applica- 
tion, with the forfeiture clause. con- 
tained in the Mexican constitution, is 
novel. 

“The Calvo doctrine marks an area of 
conflict in the field of international law 
which doubtless will be a. battle ground 
for a long time to come.. For the pres- 
ent at least it may be said that how- 
ever the principle may. be stated, it will 
not be interpreted as depriving a gov- 
ernment of the right to interpose diplo- 
matic influence in cases where it be- 
lieves that its citizens have ‘suffered 
a denial of justice at the hands of a 
foreign government.” 

Considering the question of condi- 
tional or unconditional recognition of 
the Mexican government, the report 
says: “This-element in the controversy 
seems to be largely of psychological sig- 
nificance. From a practical point of 
view it is clear that recognition of the 


American government only after the 
commissioners of the twa governments 
in 1923 had developed assurances which 
the State Department regarded as nec- 
ess * 

Regarding the question of rémedies 
of oil and land disputes under interna- 
tional law, the report says: . “The prac- 
tical question however, is not as to ‘the 
merits of the policy of the Mexican gov- 
ernment, but as to the alternatives 
open to the American government and 
to American interests involved. In the 
absence of any adequate machinery of 
international . society to guarantee 
equity as between national govern- 
ments, each nation claims a. sovereign 
right .to legislate as it will with refer- 
ence to its domestic affairs. 


Right of Protest Recognized.’ 


“The right of a government to use 
the process of diplomacy in protecting 
the property of its nationals from un- 
watranted injury is generally recog- 
nized. As to the method by which that 
right should be exercised, a serious 
question confronts the American peo- 
ple. Even granting that the proposal 
to arbitrate the dispute as an alterna- 
tive.to hostilities ought ultimately to 
be accepted—and it has’ been assumed 
in this report that the moral obliga- 
tion to find an alternative to hostili- 
‘ties is not open to question—the fact 
remains that the policy of the Mexi- 
can government has inevitably become 
the subject of representations on the 
part of the State Department. The 
immediate question before the Ameri- 
can, government is how far such diplo- 
matic measures may properly go. This 
problem must be studied not only in 
the light of American interests but 
also against the background of the 
humanitarian -aims of the ~ Mexican 
revolution and the struggle of the Mex- 
ican people. to realize them. 

“In its sovereign capacity the United 
tes might er Bere diplomatic re- 
lations, might lift the arms emk 
eclared by President Coolidge on Jan- 
uary 7, 1924, or might actually declare 
war. There is no international power 
to restrain her. But any action 
amounting to forcible intervention in 
the internal affairs of another nation, 
in such a case as the present, whether 
it involves military. measures or other 
means of coercion, can not derive tts 
sanction from international law. Such 
action mygt rest entirely upon consid- 
erations 6I policy and the power of the

Those against whom the State is will- 
ing to drop the charges so that they 
may be called as prosecution witnesses 
are Iris Burns, Anita Davis and Tom 
Hunt..

Kerrick was shot by Mrs. Kerrick, the 
State charges, when she returned from 
a neighbor’s home on the night of the 
drinking party at the Kerrick home and 
found her husband with Miss Burns. 

District attorney’s officers said their 
case hinged almost solely on the testi- 


mony expected from Miss Burns, Hunt. 


and. Miss Davis, all of whom attended 
the drinking. party. , 

After choosing an alternate juror in 
the afternoon, the jury was taken to 
the scene of the killing. 

Empanelling of the jury occupied 
only 1 hour and 45 minutes, said by 
court attaches to set. a record in a case 
attracting wide attention. 

Each juror was asked by defense at 
torneys whether they cared less for a 
person who drinks liquor than one who 
does not. All replied they thought as 
much of one as the other.

Los Angeles, Calif., May 16 (By A. P.). 
“Jungle,” a Japanese house boy, testi- 
fled today at the trial of Paul Kelly 
for the murder of Ray Raymond that 
Dorothy Mackaye, actress wife of Ray- 
mond, had passed two or three nights 
in Kelly’s apartment. 

The house boy said he had found 
Kelly and Miss Mackaye together the 


| following mornings. No one else was in 


the apartment, he testified. 

Gin drinks were served by “Jungle” 
half: a dozen times, he, testified, on the 
Saturday afternoon of the fist fight be- 
tween Kelly and Raymond at the lat- 
ter’s home, which the State-alleges re- 
sulted in Raymond’s death. * 

Miss Mackaye last week testified she, 
Kelly, Max Wagner and Helen Wilkin- 
son had about two drinks each at 
Kelly’s home that afternoon. 


Nervous During Reading. 


Previous to the appearance of the 
house boy on the stand, Miss Mackaye 
listened with a nervous and distressed 
air to the reading by W. I. Gilbert, de- 
fense counsel, of*a transcript of state- 
ments she was said to have made to 
detectives the day of Kelly’s arrest. The 
reading was done to refresh her mem- 
ory and to place the document before 
the jury. 

Gilbert completed reading the tran- 
script in about twenty minutes. He 
then asked the witness if she had not 
made the statements at the place and 
before the people mentioned... She said 
she.had except that some answers were 
not: written in the language she would 
use. She was allowed to go over the 
transcript to point these out. 

In the transcript, Miss Mackaye was 
quoted as telliny the detectives that 
Kelly had said, concerning the fight, 
that Raymond had said things “about 
us,” and he (Kelly) wouldn’t stand for 
it. Other excerpts quoted her as say- 
ing that Raymond. said when he went 
to bed the night of the fight that he 
felt fine; that she next morning he 
appeared to be unconscious on the 
floor by his bed; that he had vomited 
a little that Raymond often slept 
until late afternoon after being intox- 
icated, so that she thought little of 
his being asleep all day Sunday after 
the trouble. 

Miss Mackaye testified that Ray- 
mond gave a “separation and divorce 
party” to 200 persons at the Wilkes 
theater, San Francisco, at which she 
was present, about three weeks before 
he died. 

Called Divorce Party. 


The party was announced to the 
guests, actors, newspaper men and au- 
thors by Raymond as “not only a sep- 
aration party, but our divorce party as 
well,” ‘ 

The dinner also was a farewell party 
to the company of “The Dove,” in 
which Miss Mackaye was playing. 

The question as to the legality of 
Miss Mackaye’s asserted marriage, to 
Raymond, in view of the statement of 
Mrs. Florence Bain in New York that 
she had married the actor in 1909 and 
had never been divorced, still is a mat- 
ter of dispute. Miss Mackaye testified 
she married Raymond in Maryland in 
1921, but a search of marriage licenses 
at several points in that State did not 
reveal the official record of the wed- 
ding. 

Giibert said he definitely had de. 
cided not to ask Mrs. Bain to come 
here to take the stand for the defense. 
From the prosecution point of view 
it was stated that it made no differ- 
ence to them and probably not to the 
defense whether the marriage took 
place or if it did whether it was legal. 


State Representative 
Held as Bank Bandit 


Detroit, May 16 (By A. P.).—Chester 
A. ‘Good, State representative from 
Highland Park, was afrested late’ to- 
day on a charge of robbery, armed,

Spanish Ruler, Born King 45 
Years Ago, Was Crowned 
When Sixteen. 


LONG REIGN IS RECORD 


Madrid, May 16 (By A. P.).—King 
Alfonso XIII will celebrate tomorrow 
the twenty-fifth anniversary of his 
coronation as King of Spain. It algo 
will be his forty-first birthday, sinte 
he was born on May 17, 1886, five 
months after the death of his father. 
He has been a king longer than any 
other monarch now living, for he was 
bon a king, ilthough he was not 
crowned unt'l his sixteenth birthday. 

His appearance on the scene was 
regarded as a ray of hope for Spain, 
which had passed through a century 
of strife, first between the constitu- 
tionalists and the throne, then between 
th: absolutist legitimists and the sup- 
porters of Isahe] and later between ths 
radicals.and republicans combined and 
the monarchy. 

Alfonso’s mother, Queen Maria Chris- 
tina, passed a most anxious period 
during his chillhood. for he was a 
delicate boy who seemed to attract 
every possible illness. 

When he reached the age of 10 he 
had shaken off some of his early weak- 
ness and had become a promising 
horseman and an indefatigable pedes- 
trian. By 15 he had proved himself 
one of the best shots in the kingdom 
and he had taken up automobile 
driving with such good results that 
he was recognized as an adept at the 
wheel, being both safe and sure. He 
also desired to try aviation, but was 
forbidden. by the governing politicians. 

While his physical education was 
proceeding his political training was 
not neglected.

Affirms California Conviction 
of Miss Charlotte Whitney 
and William Burns. 


DECLARES FREE SPEECH 
DOES NOT GIVE LICENSE 


Evidence Insufficient in Kan- 
sas Case of H. B. Fiske, 
Tribunal Bules. 


(By the Associated Press.)) 

Constitutionality of the California 
syndicalism law aimed at conspiracies 
to overtnrow organized government by 
force, was upheld by the Supreme Court 
yesterday. 

In two decisions the court affirmed 
the conviction under that statute of 
Miss Charlotte Anita Whitney, and of 
William Burns. : 


In another decision which dealt with 
the Kansas syndicalism law, the court 
held that the conviction under it of 
Harold B. Fiske was based on insuf- 
ficient evidence. 


In the Whitney case, validity of the 
California law was sustained without 
dissent, although Justices Brandeis and 
Holmes expressed regret that the ques- 
tion had not reached the court in such 
form. as to permit a decision as to 
whether her acts constituted a viola- 
tion of the State statute. 

As for Burns, who was charged with 
circulating literature of the Industrial 
Workers of the World and of. working 
as an I. W. W. organizer, the court held 
that tlere was enough evidence offered 
at the trial to warrant the judge in 
making certain instructions to the 
jury which were the basis for Burns’ 
appeal. -@ 

Reviewing the conviction’ in Kansas 
of Fiske, who was charged with hav- 
ing in his possession a copy of the pre- 
amble of the I: W. W. constitution and 
with soliciting membership in that or- 
ganization, the court decided that the 
State had failed to charge or show that 
the Industrial Workers of the World 


er unlawful acts or methods as a 
means of effecting industrial.or politi- 
cal changes or evolution.” 


Law Meets Requirements. 


Analyzing the charges against Miss 
Whitney growing out of her activities 
in assisting in the organization of the 
Communist Labor Party of California, 
the court, in an opinion by Justice 
Sanford, who also delivered the one 
in the Fiske case; said that the Cali- 
fornia law met the essential require- 
ments of due process clause of the 
Federal constitution and that it was 
not repugnant to the equal protection 
clause. 

“That there is a widespread convic- 
tion of the necessity for legislation of 
this character is indicated by the adop- 
tion of similar statutes in several other 
States,” said the opinion. 

“Freedom of speech which is secured 
by the Constitution does not confer an 
absolute right to speak, without re- 
sponsibility, whatever one may choose, 
or an unrestricted and unbridled license 
giving immunity for every possible use 
of language and preventing the punish- 
ment of those who abuse this freedom. 

“That a State in the exercise of its 
police power may punish those who 
abuse this freedom by utterances in- 
imical to the public welfare, tending to 
incite to crime, disturb the public 
peace or endanger the foundations of 
organized government and threaten its 
overthrow. by unlawful means, is not 
open te question.” ” 


Evidence to Establish Conspiracy. 


“Fear of serious injury can not alone 
justify suppression of free speech and 


a statement in which Justice Holmes 
joined. “ven imminent danger can 
not justify resort to prohibitions of 
these functions essential to effective 
democracy, unless the evil apprehended 
is relatively serious.” 

They asserted they were unable to 
agree that “assembling with a political 
party, formed to advocate the desira- 
bility of a proletarian revolution by 
mass action at some date necessarily 
far in the future, is not a right within 
the protection of tre fourteenth amend- 
ment.” 

There was evidence, however, to es- 
tablish the existence of a conspiracy on 
the part of members of the Industrial 
Workers of the World to commit pres- 
ent serious crimes and likewise to show 
that such a conspiracy would be fur- 
thered by the activity of the society of 
which Miss Whitney was a member, 
the statement concluded, declaring that 
under these circumstances the judg- 
ment of the State court could not be 
disturbed. 

In the Fiske case Justice Sanford 
said there was no evidence produced 
“that the Industrial Workers of the 
World taught, advocated or suggested 
the duty, necessity, propriety or ex- 
pediency of crime, criminal syndicalism, 
sabotage or other unlawful acts or 
methods.” 

The court found enough in the lit- 
erature circulated by Burns, however, 
to sustain his conviction when the evi- 
dence offered was considered in con- 
nection with some plements of crim- 
inal syndicalism charged. 


‘Miss Whitney Not to Ask 
Pardon in West, She Says 


Oakland, Calif., May 16 (By A. P.).— 
The Oakland Tribune today quoted Miss 
Charlotte Anita Whitney, whose attack 
on the cohstitutionality of the Califor- 
nia syndicalism law failed in the United 
States Supreme Court, as saying she

My plans are indefinite 
until I can confer with my attorneys. 
I have. nothing to complain of in com- 
parison to Sacco and Vanzetti” 

District Attorney Al Warren, of Ala- 
medo county, said he could take no 
action to rearrest Miss Whitney until he 
has received a copy of the Supreme 
Court decision. Miss Whitney is at

MACDONALD HITS ORI 
LAW SNEERS OF BRITISH 


Prohibition Is Great. Effort to 
Keep People Decent, He 
Declares. 


LAUDS U. S. CORDIALITY 


New York, May 16 (By A. P.).— 
Ramsay MacDonald, former British 
prime minister, who Is. just completing 
a month’s visit to. the United States, 
believes that prohibition is a great 
p’alseworthy effort to keep people. de- 
cent and does not merit the sneers of 
visitors who find it a subject for 
srrartness, 

“So many of our smart people have 
been over here and sneered at the 
prohibition law, but when I go back 


I am going to take the other side,” he 
said. “It is a great effort to keep people 
decent. and to enable men to find it 
easier to do their duty by their fami- 
lies and to spend their money on 
necessities.” 

While stating that his recent illness 
had prevented his seeing enough of the 
enforcement of prohibition to venture 
an opinion of this phase, the British 
labor leader said that he would like to 
see a great moral appeal to all good 
citizens to respect the law. 

“Read Plato on the sacredness of the 
law,” he said. . 

Mr. MacDonald, who came to the 
United States for an ll-day visit to 
renew acquaintances of 2 hon>ymoon 
trip many years ago, and then passed 
most of his time in a F“iladelphia 
hospital with a throat cffection, will 
sail tomorrow night for England aboard 
the Berengaria with his daughter. 
Ishbel. 

Fully recovered from his illness, but 
still shaky, he greeted interviewers this 
afternoon in a little study at the Henry 
street settlement on the lower East 
Side, where he and his daughter are 
guests of Lillian D. Wall, noted Ameri- 
can social worker. 

“Two things,” he said, “have touched 
me very .much; first, the very cordial 
greeting I received from the press of 
all colors and parties in the United 
States, and, second, the great personal 
care I had during the three weeks of 
my illness. 

“I am tremendously impressed with 
the need of America and Great Britain 
to understand each other.. I don’t want 
alliances; I don’t want agreements; I 
don’t want entanglements of any kind, 
but I do want understanding.

BRIEFS ARE FILED 
IN FORD TAX CASE 


Assessment of Bad Levies Is 
Called Vicious and Illegal 
by Petitioner. 


(By the Associated Press.) 


Preliminary to oral’ arguments, set 
for next Monday, reply briefs in the 
$30,000,000 Ford tax case were filed yes- 
terday with the board of tax appeals by 
counsel for the internal revenue bu- 
reau and former minority stockholders 
of the Ford Motor Co., who are resist- 
ing the effort of the government to levy 
an additional assessment on the sale of 
their holdings in 1919 to Henry Ford. 

Declaring that the arguments of.the 
former stockholders that the value of 
stock in the Ford Motor Co., as of 
March 1, 1913, should be’ determined 
by applying a 10 per cent capitalization 
rate to the estimated annual earning 
capacity of $24,000,000, were faulty, the 
government asserted in its brief the 
question at issue was one of judgment, 
which could not be solved by formulae. 

The brief, filed in behalf of the tax- 
payers, however, assailed the. assess- 
ment of back taxes as a vicious and il- 
legal use of administrative powers. 
Levying of a personal assessment of 
more than $10,000,000 against Senator 
Couzens, of Michigan, one of the for- 
mer minority stockholders, was made 
an object of attack. This action, taken 
“in the midst of his investigation” of 
the internal revenue bureau, was an 
executive action so dangerous that it 
constituted a threat to the integrity 
of this government, it was asserted.

Search of the building and its con- 
tents virtually was completed at mid- 
night Sunday, but the police remained 
today .to satisfy themselves that no 
concealed safes or caches had been 
overlooked.

M. Soroking, acting chairman of 
Arcos, in a new protest today to the 
home secretary, Sir William Joynson-; 
Hicks, demands to be informed as to 
what were the allegations on which the 
extraordinary action was based, what 
had been removed from the building 
and what complaints can be made 
against Arcos on the evidence obtained 
by the raid. 


Laborites Attack Secretary. 


The action of the home secretary in 
forcing the safes in soviet house and 
seizing documents aroused an acri- 
monious discussion, by question and 
answer in the house of commons today. 
The. secretary was angrily attacked by 
the laborites and challenged to give 
proof of his allegation that the missing 
state document had been in the pos- 
session of Arcos. He evaded a direct 
reply to this challenge and also to 
many other questions, for instance, one 
as to whether, as alleged, an Arcos offi- 
cial had been. discovered during the 
raid burning documents in a fire grate. 

The Brief statement of the home sec- 
retary dwelt upon the high importance 
of the missing document, which had 
not been found, and the fact that the 
soviet. trade delegation did not enjoy 
diplomatic immunity.

He promised to give a fuller state- 
ment at that time. | 

Scotland Yard’s raid failed to disclose 
the missing British official document 
which was the object of the search, the 
home secretary told the house. He was 
satisfied, however, that the document 
‘was or had been in the building, which 
houses both the soviet trade delegation 
and Arcos Ltd., the Russian commercial 
organization. The police had seized 
certain papers which might bear on the 
matter, and examination of these was 
still under way.

Russian Agent Denies Charge. 


Geneva, May 16 (By A. P.).—M. 
Khinchuk, head of the soviet trade 
delegation to England, whose offices 
were searched in the policé raid on 
soviet house, London, denies the re- 
port that the. delegation possessed a 
document belonging to the British for- 
eign office.

Shanghal, y 16 (By A. P.).—Pu- 
kow, on the northern bank of the 
Yangtse river opposite Nanking, fell to 
the southern Chinese forces Sunday 
‘morning, says a wireless message from 
Nanking. The northerners shelled the 
town with shrapnel after it was occu- 
pied by the southerners. ' 


Troops of Chiang Kai-Shek, leader of 
the Nanking, or moderate, southern na- 
tionalists, who crossed to the north 
bank above Pukow some days ago. con- 
verged on the town early in the morn- 
ing, while other southerners moved 
down the river. The northerners evacu- 
ated the town without fighting, return- 
ing up the Tientsin-Pukow railway to 
Chuchow. 

As soon as they departed? looteps 
crossed the river in sampans, but they 
were severely handled by Chiang’s 
troops who had occupied Pukow. 


Pouring Across River. 


The southern forces wer: pouring 
across the Yangtze yesterday above 
Nanking. 

A wireless dispatch today from Han- 
kow, headquarters of the radical south- 
fern nationalists, said that large num- 
bers of wounded Hankow troops arrived 
from the Honan front. : 

A previous wireless dispatch: from 
Hankov stated claims were being made 
by the nationalist government that 
Gen. Feng Yu-Hsiang; allied with the 
Hankowites, had captured Honanfu, 
capital of Honan province. 

Eighty per cent, of the local pickets 
at Hankow have been armed with rifles 
for service, ostensibly on the Honan 
front, but it is believed here they really 
will augment the forces in the vicinity 
of Hankow. : 

The Hankow government has issued 
a mandate prohibiting the execution of 
landlords, members of the middle class 
and “other reactionaries” by the pea- 
sants and other public bodies. without 
reference to the government. 

News from Hankow is that the rush 
of middle-class Ghinese to book passage 
for Shanghai ‘continues. Japanese 
shipping companies are securing fanc 
prices for transportation.

LIVES LOST IN PANICS 
AFTER EARTHOUAKES 


Deaths and Great Material 


Damage Caused; Palace 
Walls Are Cracked. 


Belgrade, Jugoslavia, May 16 (By A. 
P.).—Thirty-seven earth tremors have 
have been felt in Jugoslavia within the 
last 48 hours. Some lives have been 
lost in panics caused by the quakes 
and considerable material damage has 
been reported. 

Eight deaths have been reported in 
dispatches from the provinces. Two 
victims were killed jumping from upper 
story windows. 

Shocks last night drove many of the 
people of Belgrade from their homes in 
night clothes.

$30,000,000 in French 
Gold Sent to U. S. 


New York, May 16 (By A. P.).—The 
total amount of gold imports since the 
release to France recently by the Bank 
of England of 18,000,000 pounds sterling 
of gold, was raised to $30,000,000 with 
the arrival today of a fifth shipment of 
$6,000,000. This shipment, like preced- 
ing four, was igned to the Ameri- 
can Exchange-Irving Trust Co., for ac- 
count of a correspondent abroad. 

The $30,000,000 in gold ‘imports, to- 
gether with the $59,000,000 held by the 
Federal reserve system abroad, prac- 
tically accounts for the amount which 
was received by France, following pay- 
ment to England on the war debt, and 
bears out belief that the 18,000,000 
pounds had been acquired by Ameri- 
can interests.

D. C. Labor Delegates’ Reso- 
lution Asks Reduced Hours 
in Navy Yards. 


MEETING IN CUMBERLAND 


Special to ‘the Washington Post. 
Cumberland, Md., May 16.—The 
Maryland State and District of Colum- 
bia Federation of Labor opened its 
twenty-third annual session here today 
with 100 delegates present. Several 
resolutions were presented by Washing- 
ton delegates. One, calling for a 44- 
hour week in the Federal service, was 
offered by H. Lockeman and W. D. Mor- 


gan, of Columbia lodge, No. 174, Inter- 
national Association of Machinists, 
Washington. It urges the Presidént of 
the United States, Secretary of the 
Navy and Secretary of War-to establish 
a 44-hour week in all navy yards and 
arsenals. 

The same ‘delegates also offered a 
resolution, which was referred to the 
resolution committee, protesting against 
the “apparent violation of the law” in 
giving construction, manufacturing and 
repair work to private shipyards at 
costs greater than estimates submitted 
by the navy yards. 

A motion, offered by M. B. Locke- 
man, which was adopted, instructs the 
Secretary of the State Federation to 
send to the President of the United 
States a letter on behalf of the federa- 
tion in appreciation of extra half holi- 
days granted, there being four more in- 
cluded in June. Half holidays are now 
included in June, July, August and 
September. 

President John B. Dickman, delegate 
from the District of Columbia Typo- 
graphical union, said indoor employ- 
ment had been good, and while. there 
had been considerable unemployment 
in the building trades during the fall, 
winter and spring months, construction 
permits now are reported in large vol- 
ume throughout the District of Colum- 
bia and Maryland, giving promise of re- 
sumption of buildihg activities in a 
large scale. 

“The District of Columbia, as you are 
aware,” said President Dickman, “is 
governed exclusively by Congress, and 
attempts were made in the last session 
of Congress to enact a compulsory ob- 
servance law. I appeared before the 
House District committee in opposition 
and am pleased to report that the bill 
was not reported from the committee.”

WHISKY FOR THE SICK. 


Dr. Wendell C. Phillips, president of the 
American Medical Association, correctly in- 
terpreted public as well as medical sentiment 
yésterday when he criticised the law which 
limits the amount of whisky a physician may 
prescribe for a patient. That there is such a 


‘law is a matter of astonishment to nations that 


look upon Americans as a practical and efficient 
people. The fact that the United States Su- 
preme Court has found such a law constitu- 
tional is even more surprising, for impartial 
consideration of the eighteenth amendment 
fails to reveal how the administration of liquor 
as medicine affects the traffic in beverages. 

The truth is, of course, that the Volstead act 
goes far beyond the scope of the eighteenth 
amendment and introduces into jutrisprudence 
the absurd theory that lawmakers are better 
judges than physicians as to the amount of 
liquor that should be given to a patient. If 
such an absurdity were enacted into law in any 
éther country it would be the subject of jest 
on the American vaudeville stage. It would 
be no more absurd for the law to limit archi- 
tects on the question of supports for a building, 
or automobile designers as to the number of 
cylinders they should put in a motor. 

In its application the law is rightfully de- 
scribed by Dr. Phillips as an insult to the 
medical profession. The doctors are held by 
implication to be seeking to profit by boot- 
legging. But it is worse than an insult. Its 
worst feature is the sacrifice of public health 
to the prohibition of beverage traffic. The 
law actually takes the position that it is bet- 
ter to sacrifice the health of the sick and infirm 
than to leave to doctors the discretion of pre- 
scribing liquor. Although the law licenses 
physicians, and thereby certifies to their pro- 
fessional skill and character, it raises: against 
them the presumption that they will indulge 
in illicit liquor traffic unless prevented from 
obtaining liquor for the sick. In pnewmonia 
cases the amount allowed by law is often in- 
sufficient, and probably every physician can 
testify to the danger and death that has re- 
sulted from a lack of whisky at a critical period 
in a patient’s illness. 

The American Medical Association owes a 
duty to its membership and to the public to 
agitate for the repeal of the absurd provision 
of the Volstead act which makes lawyers in- 
stead of physicians judges of the amount of 
whisky that shall be administered to. the sick. 


IMMIGRATION PROBLEMS. 


There.is excitement in Canada over the 
order of: the American immigration service 
that will exclude a few aliens masquerading 
as Canadians. About 20,000 workers cross 
the line daily, mostly between Windsor and 
Detroit. All of them are required to pay a 
head tax, but Canadian citizens will have no 
difficulty in going and coming. There are in 
Canada, however, a few aliens who have found 
the United States more attractive than Canada, 
and they have been working on this side. They 
will be excluded unless they can obtain quota 
numbers from the countries of their origin. 

Canada has no basis for finding fault with 
the rule that excludes aliens who attempt to 
enter this country im disregard of law. 

But Canada may well be concerned with 
the movement of her citizens to this country, 
Last year Canada lost 100,000 of these citizens, 
mostly young and ambitious men. Their emi- 
gration greatly offset the influx of fresh blood 
into Canada from Europe. Canada finds it 
difficult to hold these immigrants, as they soon 
discover that they can obtain profitable em- 
ployment in the United States. The new 
order, which wHl exclude them from this 
country, will operate to the advantage of 
Canada. 

About 50,000 Mexican citizens enter the 
United States lawfully each year, and at least 
as*many more enter unlawfully. There are 
about.1,000,000 Mexicans now in the United 
They are an undesirable element, and

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CONSIDERING om CONSERVATION, 


That the situation in reference to the’ over- 
production of oil is more serious than is gen- 
erally understood. is indicated by the fact that 
Secretary Work, of the: Department ‘of the In- 
terior, thinks it necessary to call the producers 
into consultation on Monday next. 

A committee,of oil company executives Was 


recently created in New York for the purpose” 


of drafting plans to cope with the overproduc- 
tion problem. Secretary Work in his com- 
munication to the committee says that while 
it is likely that some of the members of the 
government oil conservation board may be ab- 
sent from the city on the day fixed for the 
meeting, the oil executives will nevertheless” 
be welcome to present such plans or informa- 
tion as they feel will contribute to a better 
understanding of the problems at present con- 
fronting the industry. 

In a telegram to the principal organ of the 
oil producers in the Southwest that journal is 
advised that the Federal board possésses no 
legal authority to fix or approve any. plan 
concetning restricted production, and that only 
moral support can be given to a proposal not 
in.conflict with Federal statutes, 

The interest of the government, it was ex- 
plained, is primarily in the practical conserva- 
tion ofall natural resources. With that end 
in view every possible encouragement will be 
given by the conservation board. _ 

Secretary Work intimates that “more whole- 
some cooperation within the industry looking 
to economical production will go far toward 
remedying some of the practices heretofore 
followed which have failed to, protect the 
smaller producers and consumers.” 

The Secretary of the Interior suggests that 
the meeting shall be open to the public. It 
would seem that the outcome of the confer- 
ence, which, of course, will be accepted by the 
oil executives, should lead to the formulation 
of some plan for the limitation of production 
to a point consistent with the demand of the 
consumers. It ought not to be difficult to ac- 
complish this object without running counter 
to the Sherman antitrust law. 


SCIENCE MAKES A DISCOVERY. 


Early in the year Prof..H. M. Johnson, of 
Mellon institute, picked out eighteen college 
students uponywhom to conduct experiments in 
sleep. For 60 nights he observed them care- 
fully, discovering that the average student 
reached the greatest quietude one and a half 
hours after retiring, that the average student 
does not pass as much time in bed as he should, 
and that when he does retire he does not rest 
normally. Then the professor sat down to draw 
conclusions from his observations, and the 
other day, before a conference of psychologists, 
he made the assertion that the longer an in- 
dividual stays in bed and the more quietly he. 
rests while there, the better he is able to with- 
stand the strain of the day’s activity. 

Since the assertion was made in all serious- 
ness, it serves to illustrate the old saying that 
“there is nothing new under the sun.”. For 
centuries the general public has been latighing 
up its sleeve at those individuals who preached 
the gospel that the average man spent more 
time in bed than was necessary. The general 
public has experimented on itself. Time and 
again, under the stimulus of pleasure of one 
sort or another it has stayed up beyond its 
usual bedtime. ‘Invariably it has paid the 
penalty during the day after. Time after time 
it has lingered abed, despite the clamors of 
conscience, to arise around noon, prepare a 
leisurely toilet, and go about its affairs feeling 
like a king. Only the discordant notes of an 
alarm clock are sufficient to. wrench it from its 
pillows; even that frequently is ignored. 

There is nothing new in the professor’s dis- 
covery except the wonder that it took science so 
long to find out an easily demonstrated fact. 
Only misguided individuals, those who take too 
much to heart the teaching of copybooks, cut 
short their time abed. What the average in- 
dividual needs is more rest—not less. The 
statement is irrefutable. 


HOME PRODUCTS PREFERRED. 


There is force in the request of Representa- 
tive Connolly, of Pennsylvania, that the Presi- 
dent issue an ‘executive order to all depart- 
ments of the government to indicate a prefer- 
ence for domestic goods in awarding bids for 
government supplies, when conditions make it 
possible. The request arises from the award- 
ing. of a contract for certain cotton goods to a 
firm representing a foreign manufacturer, who 


\ will make the goods. 


While the heads of executive departments 
and bureaus have, under the law, no alterna- 
tive except to award contracts to the lowest 
bidders, nevertheless the lowest bids are not 
always most advantageous to the United 
States. 

It has always been good business for the 
American people to patronize American con- 
cerns, American manufacturers and American 
ships. In the long run it pays to patronize 
those who help pay taxes and help to maintain 
American traditions. The “home town” and 
“neighborhood purchasing” principle holds 
just as good in the case of the United States 
as in all cities and communities. It is one 2f 
the keys to colleetive prosperity. 

It is a fine spirit of Americanism for Uncle 
Sam to patronize his own industries and enter- 
prises, even if a few dollars may appear to be 
saved’ by accepting a foreign contract. There 
may be-actual loss in the latter. 


NAME THE STATIONS. 


The National Association of Broadcasters 
has suggested to the industry that it would 
be far more to the advantage of all radio 
stations should they be designated by names. 
rather than by a series of méaningless letters. 
Letters have been sent to all station operators 
‘throughout the country calling attention to 
the fact that it would .be difficult to feel any 
affection for even a lovable baby if the child 
were known only by a number or a string of 
unrelated letters, and that, therefore, it is 


quite impossible to establish nad eae Te- . 


lations with the public so long as th¥ stations 
remain nameless. The Federal radio com- 
-mission is said to have accorded the suggestion 
friendly reception. '

THE “ENGLISH HOMER!” 


William Warner, a Yorkshire lawyer, turned 
litterateur, became famous in the days of 
Queen EKlizabeth and King James I for his ‘‘Al- 
bion’s England,” which made its first appeat- 
ance in 1586 in four books. So popular was 
this production that it reached six editions 
before 1612, and each issue contained new 
additions, so that the original four banks were 
ultimately expanded into sixteen.~ It purports 
to be a rhyming history of England, but it also 
deals with Scotland and Wales, and introduces 
all sorts of episodes and disquisitions. Thus, 
the first part Of the work closes with a polemic 
against atheists and a summary of physics, 
ethics, and natural theology. There are many 
romantic interludes in no way appertaining to 
history, and even the loves, jealousies, ana | 
feuds of the Owl, the Cuckoo, the Swallow, 
and the Bat find a place in this ie all 
series of tales. 

Contemporary critics had a very high opinion 
of Warner’s performance. Francis Meres, to 
whom we are indebted for so much valuable 
information regarding -Shakespeare’s plays 
and poems, seems to rank Warner with Ed- 
mund Spenser when he tells us that these two 
‘be our chief heroical makers,’ and he de- 
clares, further, that the best wits of Oxford 
and Cambridge call Warner “our English 
Homer” and compare him with Euripides! 

The poem was prohibited at first on the 
ground, it is said, of the indelicacy of certain 
passages and, indeed, some of the ‘‘merrie 
jestes,’’ it enshrines are most unconvention- 
ally broad, but the ban, for whatever cause 
put on, was speedily withdrawn, and the work 
was allowed to go on its ever-widening way 
unhampered by licenser-or censor. 

Great as was the reputation of ‘“‘Albion’s 
England’”’ in its own day, it is now but little 
known, except to those who make it their busi- 
ness to be posted in the details of.literary his- 
tory. Among the moderns Charles: Lamb has 
been, perhaps, its most generous critic. He 
says that he read jt‘‘with great pleasure, 
largely for the skill shown in overcoming the 
difficulties of. alliteration and versification.”’ 


: STREET WIDENING. 
An order issued by the commissioners has 
called to a temporary halt the District street- 
widening program in order that public senti- 


‘ment can be ascertained regarding the destruc- 


tion of shade trees which must be removed be- 
fore the program can be completed. The task 
of removing the trees already had been started. 
Fifteenth: street has been made barren, and 
widening activities therein will go on. In 
Connecticut avenue about half of the maples 
have been felled or are so badly damaged 
that their destruction must be continued. In 
all, 140 trees have been felled and about 275 
remain which, until the order was issued, 
stood in the shadow of the ax. 

No one, of course, will countenance the will- 
ful destruction of the outstanding contribu- 
tion to the beauty of the streets. Yet traffic 
being what it is, relief is imperative, and re- 
lief can be obtained only through wider streets, 

Shade trees in Washington must be main- 
tained so far as possible, and the policy of 
tree planting should be extended as new high- 
Ways are constructed. Nevertheless, when 
progress makes insistent demand, streets must 
be widened, even though trees. must be tem- 
porarily sacrificed in the process. The remedy 
lies not in throttling highway development, 
but in replanting, and in jealously safeguard- 
ing the preservation of trees in residential 
areas. The widening program should go for- 
ward. 


CLEAN UP THE SUBURBS. 


The Federation of Women’s Clubs of the 
District of Columbia has initiated a campaign 
for a thorough cleansing of the entire District. 
To this end a careful sanitary survey has been 
started, and the discovery has been made that 
there are 3, 106 outhouses within the territory 
that are connected neither with the sewer 
system nor with the water mains of the Dis- 
trict. 

These women are of the opinion that until 


‘Washington is the most sanitary city in the 


country it can not claim to outrank all others 
in the matter of municipal beauty. The fed- 
eration thus far has confined its inquiries to 
houses fronting on the streets and roads, and 
has not taken into account the alley dwellings, 
of which there are some 2,500 within the Dis- 
trict. The elimination of these disease-breed- 
ing spots means the laying of many new serv- 
ice sewers and water mains. But before either 
of those improvements can be undertaken 
To 
accomplish all this Congress must aid with the 
necessary appropriations. 

But the federation is in touch with the Dis- 
trict authorities, engineers, plumbing inspec- 
tors and all others who can be persuaded or 


‘coaxed into aiding the movement, which is 


designed alike for the beautification and the 
sanitation of every section of the District of 
Columbia. 

Five thousand homes without running water 
beyond the kitchen, and many of them without 
even a kitchen sink, is not a condition which 
should continue. ‘If the city is to be beauti- 
fied,” the federation says, ‘‘it must be made 
cleanly; it should not be necessary to whisk 
visitors past unsightly spots or to draw a thin 
veil over lack of sanitation.”

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: Para- 
graph 6, page 131; of Physical Cultural 
Magazine for May, says: “On May 16 
delegates from every State Medical to- 
clety in the country * * * gather 
in Washington for their annual con- 
vention. Plans, policies and procedures 
for the ensuing year are mapped out 
and followed religiously.” The writer 
then suggests some desirable improve- 
ments. 

Kindly let me suggest one also. 

To accurately test, record, classify 
and condense reports of the relative 
merits of all the various kinds of drug, 
serum, antitoxin, electric, food, water, 
surgical and other treatments, now 
given the sick, each physician should 
carefully examine his patients daily and 
simultaneously fill in triplicate, printed 
blank form statements thereof, one 
each for himself, the patient’s family 
and the health department, to be 
promptly recorded, classified, condensed 
and published monthly. 

Their daily checking up their diag- 
nosis, treatments and results will make 
physicians still more careful, obser- 
vant, thoughtful and proficient. 

The average results of each speciai 
method of treatment, thus gathered, 
from hundreds of similarly treated 
cases, and then compared with various 
other methods, similarly gathered and 
averaged, everywhere, would clearly 
show the relative value of each one. 

Selected therefrom the better meth- 
ods would then rapidly displace the 
poorer ones and soon all would accept 
and use only the very best ones, and 
sickness, pain and suffering be greatly 
lessencd. Greater care and accuracy 
surely are desirable.

A Federal Law to Limit, Speed. 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir:. It 
is, I presume, within the province of 
the United States Federal government 
to protect its,citizens from mutilation 
and death. 

More “than 24,000. citizens of the 
United States are killed outright .every 
year by autmobiles, and more than 
120,000 annually are crippled for life. 
One-third of the victims, in both cate- 
gories, are innocent and helpless little 
children. Eighty per cent of these ac- 
cidents are due to speed, to an un- 
necessary, useless and homicidal speed, 
which manufacturers of automobiles 
have rendered possible to reckless or 
drunken drivers, in the construction of 
their machines, but which is, in fact, 
Ulegal. 

Various methods have been A oan to 
stop speeding, but none of them has 
succeeded; on the contrary, the number 
of deaths from this cause.is steadily 
mounting, year by year. It is not in 
Human nature .to resist the fatal lure 
of this insane and ‘murderous smuse- 
ment. 

The only way to curb speed is to 
make speeding impossible. It is time 
for the United States Federal govern- 
ment to act. 

Speed should be limited at its source, 
With the greatest respect for the gov- 


_ernment at Washington; I venture to 


propose the passing of a Federal law, 
absolutely prohibiting the manufacture 
of automobiles, for use upon interstate 
streets and highways, capable of at- 
taining a speed dangerous to nueien 
life.

MENU. 
Clear consomme 


Artichokes or fresh asparagus 
. Dressed lettuce 
Supper rolls 
Lemon pie 
Coffee 


Salmon Mousse with Cucumber Sauce 
. (Mrs. A. L. Cundall.) 

1 can salmon. 

% cup milk. 

1 teaspoon mustard. 

Few grains cayenne. 

% cup vinegar. 

% tablespoon gelatine. 

4 tablespoon salt. 

14% tablespoons sugar. 

¥, tablespoon flour. 

1%4 tablespoons melter butter. 

Yolks of 2 eggs. 

2 tablespoons cold water. 

Mix dry ingredients, add egg yolks, 
butter, milk and vinegar. Cook in 
double boiler, stir until thick; add gela- 
tine soaked in cold water; add to sal- 
mon flaked and fill a mold. It will 
jell when cold. Garnish with lettuce 
and surround with cucumber sauce. 


Cucumber Sauce.

HOW TO KEEP WELL 


By DR. W. 


THE “CHINESE DOCTOR KEEPS 
WELL” MYTH. 


HE medical profession has no faith 
in Chinese medicine. They have 
learned that the iellow who 

hangs out a sign reading “Chinese 
doctor” is usually a faker. If he ad- 
vertises that he gives Chinese medi- 
cines he is generally found to be a ma- 
nipulator of hocus pocus. Somehow 
or otLer the saying got started: “The 
Chinese pay their doctors to keep them 
well.”. Nothing but a myth! 

The doctors know that even that 
supposed: quality of Chinese medicine 
is pure bunk. The men who travel in 
China tell us that the Chinese know 
nothing about preventing disease, and 
not very much about curing it. They 
have few remedies of any value. 


Every rule has its exception. Hav- 
ing stated the rule, here comes the ex- 
ception: 

The Chinese have a drug which they 
call ma huang. They have used it for 
just about 5,000 years. In the year 
3217 B. C. their emperor, Shen Ming, 

ronounced it a good and useful drug. 


It is said that every Chinaman in this. 


country has some ma huang in his 
safety box. Under dire necessity he 
will surrender his gold, or his wife 
and children, but never will he give up 
his ma huang. That is the ace in the 
hole to keep him out of the heaven for 
which he prays. 

Chinese research students at the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin and _ elsewhere 
have reduced the drug to a scientific 
basis; found out what it will do phys- 
lologically, what diseases it cures, re- 
fined it, purified it, and finally renamed 
it. The new name is aphedrine. It is 
found to be capable of raising the 
blood pressure. It is used for the re- 
lief of symptoms due to low blood pres- 
sure. It is said to be of value in 
asthma, hay fever, and urticaria, or 
nettle rash. To keep the lungs going 
in cases of opium poisoning it is said 


to be\of great value. In most of these 
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diseases ephedrine is used in place of 
adrenalin. It is said to be better than 
adrenalin, in that it is safer and the 
effects last longer. The chief objection 
to adrenalin is that the relief it gives, 
while satisfactory so long as it lasts, is 
very fleeting. 


Ephedrine does not go to the root of 
things in catarrh, hay fever, and asthma 
any more than adrenalin does. Up to 
the moment, it is thought to be unsafe 
to. use ephedrine in heart disease and 
Bright's disease. Since the Chinese use 
mn huang in those diseases it is possible 
that we may some day find under whai 
circumstances it helps in those disor- 
ders. 

Now that some virtue has been found 
in ma huang, possibly some “ne can 
find some virtues‘in gallstones, another 
Chinese remedy.

There is no law to punish such of- 
fenses against the ethics and etiquette 
of the game—it is impossible to frame 
any such law: but the code abounds in 
advice upon the subject. It calls ot- 
fenses against etiquette unpardonable, 
as they are not subject to prescribed 
penalties; and advises that those who 
are habitual offenders against etiquette 
be ostracized from reputable Bridge 
games. The following are excerpts from 
the official code: 


“A player should not allow any 
hesitation or mannerism of his 
partner to influence his own decla- 
tation or play.” 

“A card should not be played 
with emphasis nor in such man- 
ner as to draw attention to it.” 

“No player should hesitate un- 
necessarily.” 

The worst offense of all is the “hesi- 
tation bid.” By that I mean a bi 
made by a player whose hand does not 
justify it, but who makes it poecause 
his partner’s hesitation indicates that 
the partner has passed with strength. 
Fortunately such practices are rare, but 
when they do occur, ostracism is the 
eifective and proper punishment.

“TEW HAVEN, Conn., May 16 (By 
A. P.).—Yale will do no football 
scouting next fall against teams 

which are on its schedule, it was offi- 
cially announced here tonight. 

Yale’s opponents on the fall schedule, 
it further was stated, have definitely 
accepted the proposal put forward, to 
support the nonscouting principle and 
practice in their games with Yale. 

e official statement on the sub- 
ject on behalf of the Yale University 
Athletic association was made by Prof. 
George H. Nettleton, chairman of its 
board of control. 

“With the generous cooperation and 
assured support of all institutions on 
Yale’s 1927 football schedule,” the 
statemenf said, “Yale will conduct her 
entire football season without resort to 
the practice of scouting opposing teams. 


“The general purposes, method 
and spirit of th. propusal are indi- 
cated in the subjoined invitation of 
~March 30, sent to the athletic’ au- 
thorities of Bowdoin college, the 
University of Georgia, Brown uni- 
versity, the United States Military 
Academy, Dartmouth college, the 
University of. Maryland, Princeton 
_ university and Harvard university.” 


The Yale invitation of March 30 read 


in part: ; 

“In the beljef that ‘organized scout- 
ing’ in football 1. contrary-to the best 
interests and spirit of college sport, the 
board of control of the Yale University 
Athletic associatiton .cordially invites 
you to consider the general views and 
the specific .uggestions here offered: 

“In the absence of adverse legisla- 
tion the practice of securing expert 
reports on the play and players of op- 
posing teams has rapidly developed into 
a formal and expensive system. 


“Some who readily admit the evils 
of ‘organized scouting’ urge that 
its abolition might substitute an 
atmosphere of distrust for that of 
frank and open competition. 


“Our experience and judgment con- 
firm other testimony that teams and 
coaches can and will cooperate in main- 
taining in full integrity the ‘nonscout- 
ing’ principle and practice. ‘We are 
convinced that the abolition of ‘or- 
ganized scouting’ is thoroughly prac- 
ticable as well as wholly desirable.”

State Organizations Will Re- 
port Findings to Officials 
Following Consideration. 


Members of the public buildings 
commission, which meets this morn- 
ing at 10 o'clock, are open-minded re- 
garding plans to relocate the projected 


eng of Justice building and ar- 
e new Federal buildings in the tri- 
e north of the Mall, according to 
the Louvre plan. 

The commission will consider trans- 
fer of the Justice building from its 
originally designated site between 
Pennsylvania avenue, Fifteenth, Four- 
teenth and D streets, to another loca- 
tion, possibly further east along Penn- 
sylvania avenue, to permit widening of 
the Fifteenth street-Pennsylvania ave- 
nue intersection for future traffic con- 
gestion relief. 

Merits of the latest plan of arrange- 
ment for new Federal buildings by 
which they would-be joined in a single 
structure forming a boundary for the 
triangle and transected by arched traf- 
fio ways, will be discussed before the 
commission announces adherence to 
the original plan of erecting the build- 
ings as separate units or rejects it in 
favor of the former. 


Groups to Aid Work. 


The fine arts commission, which has 
officially approved the Louvre plan, an- 
nounced yesterday that numerous State 
groups of the American Institute of 
Architects will study phases of plaza 
and street development for Washington 
and will report their advice to the com- 
mission and the National Capital park 
and planning commission, the Pennsyl- 
vania, New Jersey and Rhode Island 
groups having already begun studies. 

Projects to be considered are plaza 
treatment for Fifteenth and H streets 
northeast, the Sixteenth Street Heights. 
Key bridge approaches from both sides 
of the Potomac river, development of 
the section south of the Washington 
monument and the area north of 
Pennsylvania avenue. 

At this month's session of the fine 
arts commission, extended to a two- 
day conference May 27-28, a design for 
@ new heating plant for the bureau of 
standards contemplated for the north 
end of the grounds near Connecticut 
avenue and Van Ness street will be 
presented. 


Bridge to Be Considered. 


Architectural problems in connection 
with the Arlington Memorial bridge 
work also will be presented. The prin- 
cipal change, if any from the original 
plan of the bridge, is brought about 
by @ projected expansion of Arlington 
National cemetery from its Georgetown 
road boundary to the Potomac river. 

Under the original plan, the bridge 

, entrance to the cemetery is at a point 
just west of Georgetown road, but in 
the event the cemetery is extended to 
the river, the bridge approach may be 
moved further east. 

Relocation of District activities that 
must move to make way for the new 
Federal building construction in the 
triangle also will be considered by the 
public buildings commission today.

Which does Washington prefer, wider 
streets or large trees’ 

This question, at least as to the hait 
dozen stretches of highway in the street 
widening program for the coming fis- 
cal year, was put up to the residents of 
the District yesterday by the commis- 
sioners, who.ordered temporary suspen- 


sion of the felling of ‘trees on streets 
about to be widened 

The commissioners say they have no 
definite idea what they will do next. 
Street widening work can not progress 
without the removal of large trees, for 
which small ones have to be substi- 
tu*2d. All of the trees are down on that 
part of Fifteenth street which is to be 
widened, and the remainder of that 
work will go forward without delay. 

Only half of the trees were removed 
from Connecticut avenue between Du- 
pont circle and Florida avenue. The 
remaining trees will not be cut down 
until further notice. Other street wid- 
ening projects halted by the order are 
Twelfth street northwest, E street to 
Pennsylvania avenue, Thirteenth street 
northwest, I street to Massachusetts 
avenue, and H street between Seven- 
teenth and Eighteenth streets. 


Ordered by Congress. 

The street widening has been ordered 
by. Congress and money appropriated 
to pay for it.. The commissioners con- 
sider that an instruction to widen. 


But they need not do the work, it is 
said, until after Congress has met. If 
the work is delayed long enough, ob- 
jectors to the tree felling may have an 
opportunity to go before committees of 
Congress. 

It is said that the persons who have 
objected to tree cutting and who have 
asked to have it delayed until they can 
have time to organize effective protests, 
have been told that cessation of tree 
cutting méans abandonment of street 
widening. This did not cause them to 
withdraw their objections. 

The commissioners said that it was 
not necessary to cut the trees imme- 
diately anyway, since the highway de- 
partment is not ready to proceed. with 
the “other activities of the widening 
process:' So they yielded to the pres- 
sure and ordered temporary postpone- 
ment. They Say they do not know 
whether. the matter will be delayed 
until Congress meets! whether, if so, 
citizens.will carry the issue before con- 
gressional committees; whether public 
hearings will be held in the District 
building. or whether the tree felling 
and street widening will be resumed Jjf 
 opular objection abates.
